-irevent m inors from obtaining 11- 
pior; second, to stop (he practice 
if “spiking,” and to protect pro­ 
perty owners in 
residential dis 
iricts. 
The am ount of license 
to 
b'* 
charged by the city is considered 
ow by m any. The retail dealer in 
he new beverage will be* obligated 
to file a bond in the sum of $200 
with the City Clerk and when thri 
is approved by the mayor and a 
license granted, the fee for the re- 
:ail license will be $f>o for the year. 
Wholesalers will be 
obligated 
to 
pay a license fee of $50 for the 12 
m on th period, both of w hich li­ 
censes m ay be paid 
in quarterly 
installm ents in advance. 
T he ordinance 
deviates slightly 
from the state regulation, in tha t 
it requires tha t no beer shall be 
sold to a person under 21 years of 
age, the state law making 18 '/ears 
the age limit. 
It was

tha t several of the prospective ic- 
tailers had favored the legal a ye ! 
limit. 
Open Fo r Inspectio n 
The m ayor will control 
all 
li­ 
censing and license fees. He is also 
empowered to revoke 
licenses in 
cases where the

perm itting disorderly conditions to 
exist in places licensed to retail 
beer and an o ther section requires 
that no minors or intoxicated per­ 
sons shall be perm itted

pa rtm en t arc entitled to conduct 
inspections of any places handling 
the l o v beverage at any time.

T he voters on tha t day will elect 
100 delegates to a state 
conven­ 
tion to consider ratification of the 
proposed am end m ent to the feder­ 
al Constitution, repealing the 18th 
am en dm en t and providing for the 
protection of dry states. 
T he convention, to be held April 
10, just one week after the elec­ 
tion, will be a m ere 
formality as 
its action will have been decided 
n advance by the popular vote. In 
M onday's election 
100 
candidates 
are pledged to

The election is not a state-w ide 
referendum in the sense

the more num erous the hyp otheses

To this intricate problem Pavlov, 
the Russian 
physiologist, recently 
contributed an interesting observa­ 
tion.

conducting ex perim ents 
with dogs in the developm ent of his 
studies on conditioned reflex 's he 
observed the following; 
A dog trained to ex pect 
following a stim ulus tends 
to fall 
asleep when food does 
not follow 
the stim ulation.

other wo-ds, 
the dog having ex pected a m eal to 
follow the accustom ed 
signal and 
failing to receive th is meal d evel­ 
ops a strong 
Inclination to 
fall 
asleep. 
Pavlov

The first effect of the om ission of 
the m eal following the receipt

the stimulus is a stoppage
